P a c k T rain s R e so rted to in M ountain 
D istric ts—Suffering In d ia n s. 
T rdckee, 
January 
19th.—Very little 
progress has been m ade in the past twenty- 
four hours towards the rem oval of the 
blockade. 
Ten locom otives and a plow 
started out early this m orning and have 
encountered drift after drift. 
Snow shovelers accompanied the train, 
who were kept busy .shoveling them out. 
During twelve hours they have only been 
able to run three m iles. 
At Prosser Creek, four m iles east of 
Truckee, huge snow-slides have been piled 
on the track to im m ense depths. The pros­ 
pects are not very encouraging for a re­ 
m oval of the blockade for som e days. 
It 
has again com menced saow ing. 
U r ia h , January 19th.—Snow fell here 
to a depth of three inches this m orning, 
which was follow ed by a heavy rainfall 
which melted the snow. 
It is-raining hard 
now, with indications of another heavy 
storm. 
N o train has arrived in U kiah to­ 
day. 
Snow is said to be from six to eight 
feet deep on Mt. San 
H edrin, on 
the 
road to Round V alley, sixty m iles north of 
Ukiah, and it is im possible to haul freight 
over the m ountain in wagons. 
The people 
of that valley are com pelled to resort to 
the old pack train system which has not 
been used since the road was built som e 
ten years ago. 
The Indians in and about Ukiah V alley 
arc in such a state of destitution that the 
hop raisers of this valley furnish food for 
them and w ill wait till next season’s hop 
picking for their pay, when the Indians 
w ill be enabled to repay them by picking 
hops. 
Shasta, January 19th.—Six inches of 
snow fell at this place to-day. T he weather 
is now cold and foggy, w ith indications of 
further storm. 
S anta R osa, January 19tb.—It rained 
here through the day. 
The temperature is 
very low. 
Total rainfall for the season, 
31 inches. 
Stockm en and farmers are blue 
over the prospects. 
Chico, January 
19th.—It is cold. 
A 
blustering wind aud light lain to day. 
Cisco, January 19rh.—It 
is 
snowing 
harder than ever, and there are no signs of 
a clear up. 
The trains are still blockaded. 


IN NEVADA. 


Snow P ile d Up on tlic C om stock—C attle 
D ying. 
V irg in ia (N ev.), January 19.‘h. — The 
heaviest snow-fall this winter ended yester­ 
day, after snow ing 
continuously thirty 
hours at the rate of more than an inch and 
a h alf an hour. 
Snow piled up ten feet 
high on the principal streets, which were 
im passable 
to day. 
One 
building and 
num erous awnings were wrecked and thsir 
roofs caved in by the weight of snow. 
It 
is conceded that the fall is the heaviest in 
the history of tbe Comstock. 
Corpses of 
residents who died several days ago are 
waiting for interim nt until the roads to the 
cem etery are passable. 
The Geiger grade and all wagon roads 
leading here are Dlookaded, and all trains 
on the Virginia and Truckee Railroad have 
been abandoned for three days, but an effort 
to open the line betwrcn here and Reno 
w ill be made to-day. 
No letters or papers 
or m ail from tbe W est lias been received 
since Thursday m orning, when the San 
Francisco m ail of January 14th arrived. 
The Soulhern Pacific Company officials do 
not expect to get the Eastbound overland 
train now en route through to Reno before 
next Tuesday night. 
A ll wires we3t of 
Reno are down. 
The extraction of ore from the m ines was 
suspended Thursday on account o f the 
blockade of the sidetracks leading to the 
orehouses. 
The Utah m ine shut down on 
account of the wagon road not being open. 
The total snowfall here since November 
exceeds thirteen feet. The weather is clear, 
but m arine barometers are at the storm 
point. 
B eowawe (N ev.). January 19th.—A heavy 
snow storm set in Friday m orning anti 
fifteen inches have fallen, m aking a tola! 
of four feet since December 19th. 
The 
snow is drifting badly, detaining trains and 
the Cortez lines o f stage and freight trains. 
The snow now in the m ountain canyons is 
from 30 to GO feet deep. 
Old residents say 
they never saw such snow in Nevada, and 
it is predicted that four-fifths of tbe range 
stock will perish with cold and hunger. 
George Grayson is feeding tw enty tons of 
hay every day, and estim ates that he will 
lose from 500 to LOGO fed cattle and more if 
the storm lasts m uch longer. 
R e n o (Nev.), January 19th.—T he storm 
ended here Friday night. 
Cattle m en pre­ 
dict that one-half of ail cattle end sticep in 
the State w ill perish. 
Sparks & Tinuin, 
out in eastern E!ko county and southern 
Idaho, expect to lose 3.000 cattle. 
R e­ 
ports from Q uinn river are ttiat all w ill 
die.

D E A T H O F JU D G E N ILES. 


H is S udden D em ise W ith C ongestion of 
th e L ungs. 
S an F ran cisco, January 19th.—Addison 
C. Niles, Justice of the Supreme Court of 
California between 1871 and 1880, died un­ 
expectedly at his lodgings in the Fniton 
House, at 7:30 on Friday evening. 
H e hud 
been stopping at the Fulton H ouse for the 
past six m onths, during which tim e he had 
been very feeble. 
Last Tuesday Judge Ni'es com plained to 
several friends that ho had a bad cold, and 
for several days thought nothing serious 
the matter with him , but the damp weather 
and his age and physical weakness invited 
the deadly disorder to which he succumbed. 
Ex-Justice Niles was born in Ilensseiaer- 
ville, A lbany county. New York, in 1S30, 
so tbat at the tim e of his death he was GO 
years old. 
H e m oved to San Francisco in 
1852, from which point he traveled to vari­ 
ous points in the interior, and to the South 
Sea islands. 
H e published, in conjunction 
with Judge M cFarland, a newspaper in 
Nevada county, after w hich he went upon 
the Supreme Bench, and at the expiration 
of his term he practiced law. 
Ill health 
and uutortunate speculations swept his for­ 
tune away, and for som e tim e he has been 
in reduced circumstances. 
Deceased leaves a son. Addison P. Niles, 
in bnsiness at 623 Commercial street, and a 
sister, Mrs. Niles Searls, wife of the present 
Supreme Judge. 
Judge Niles had an extensive acquaint­ 
ance am ong prom inent people, and was 
identified with the Masonic order, of which 
he was at one tim e Grand Orator. 
T he body was yesterday taken to the 
undertaking establishm ent of H alsted A 
Co., on Sixth street, where it was em ­ 
balmed. 
H is sister, who is visiting in Nevada City, 
was telegraphed to during the day, but, 
ow ing to the prostration of wires and the 
railroad blockades, it is not probable tbat 
sh e can arrive here ud til next week. 
The 
funeral cerem ony w ill fce deferred at least 
until next W ednesday, in the hope that she 
m ay by that tim e be able to attend. 


CA PTU RED ESCAPES.

States were groundless.

T H E SAMOAN TREA TY . 


A F u ll O utline o f Its P ro v isio n s—P o w ers 
o f th e C ourt. 
N ew Y ork, January 19th.—Many al­ 
leged synopses of the Samoan treaty have 
been published, but to-day for the liist 
tim e the treaty is m ade public. Thp Herald 
prints it in extenso, aud the follow ing is a 
full outline of its provisions: 
in Article 1 it is declared that tbeislands 
of Sam oa are neutral ground in w hich the 
citizens and subjects of the three signatory 
powers have eqnal rights of residence, 
trade and personal protection. 
The three 
powers recognize the independence of the 
Samoan Government and the free rights of 
the natives to elect their K ing or chief and 
choose their form of governm ent accord­ 
ing to their own laws and custom s. Neither 
of the Powers shall exercise any separate 
control over the islands or the governm ent 
thereof. 
It is further declared with a view to the 
prompt restoration of peace and good order 
on these islands, and in view of the diffi­ 
culties w hich would surround an election 
in the present disordered condition of their 
Government, that Matietoa, who was form ­ 
erly made and appointed King on July 12, 
1881, 8nd was so reccgtiized by the three 
Powers, shall again be so recognized here­ 
after in the exercise of such authority, un­ 
less the three Powers sha'.l, by com m on 
accord, otherwise declare, and his succes­ 
sors shall be duly elected according to the 
laws and custom s of Samoa. 
Article 2 provides tbat this Act 3haU 
supercede all now existing treaties be­ 
tween the powers and Samoa, but that Sa­ 
m oa shall give consent to all its provis­ 
ions before going into effect. 
Article 3 provides fur the establishm ent 
of a Supreme Court in Samoa, consisting of 
one Judge, w ho shall be appointed by the 
three signatory powers in com mon accord, 
or, these failing, he is to be nam ed by the 
Kings of Norway and Sweden. 
H is decis­ 
ions shall be final, and his salary, $G,000 a 
year, pavable the firet year by the three 
powers in equa! proportion, and afterward 
by the Samoan Government. 
H e is made rem ovable at the request of a 
majority of the three treaty powers. 
On 
jurisdiction, the treaty says: The Supreme 
Court shall have jurisdiction of all ques­ 
tions arising under the provisions ot this 
general Act. 
The Court shall aiso have 
appellate jurisdiction over all m unicipal 
magistrates and officers. Provision is made 
i„r the appointm ent of assistants. 
The 
question of right to the throne shall be 
settled by the Chief Justice and he : hall 
have power to settle disputes between tbe 
treaty powers, any such difference? not 
being considered cause for war. The Chief 
Justice shall have the right to suggest the 
passage of any laws to the Samoan Govern­ 
m ent which lie thinks advisable. 
To this 
Court shall be transferred civil suits con­ 
cerning real properly in Samoa, and ail 
rights affecting the same; civil suits be­ 
tween natives and foreigners, and crimes 
com m itted by Samoans against foreigners 
or foreigners against S.-uuoans, where the 
Consuls nave not jurisdiction. 
Tbe prac­ 
tice aud procedure of Eugiish Courts shall 
guide. 
Article 4, respecting titles to lands in 
Samoa, and restraining disposition thereof 
by natives, provides that all future aliena­ 
tion of lands on the islands of Sam oa to 
citizens or subjects o f any foreign country 
shall be prohibited, subject to the follow ing 
con d ition s: Town lots and lands m ay be 
sold or leased by the owner ter a just con­ 
sideraron, when approved in writing by 
the Chief Justice. 
Agricultural lands may 
be leased for a term not exceeding forty 
years, when the lease is approved in writing 
by the ch ief executive authority of Samoa 
and by the Chief Justice. 
A Court of 
Claims to settle on the validity of existing 
iar.d titles is provided for. w ith three Com­ 
m issioners at $300 a m onth each, during 
the necessary term of service. 
Tbe Court 
shall m ake provisions for a com plete regis­ 
try of valid title3 in Samoa owned by for­ 
eigners. 
A ll lands acquired before the 28:h 
day of August, 1S79—being tbe date ot the 
Auglo-Samoan treaty—shall he held a; val­ 
idly acquired prescriptive title by ten years 
past continuous holding. 
Article 5 describes the m unicipal district 
of Apia, and provides for the local adm in­ 
istration, which shall consist of six m em ­ 
bers of the M unicipal Council and a Presi­ 
dent with a veto. 
T his Council shall 
enforce tbe treaty, as far as necessary, over 
Apia, and shall regulate 
port charges. 
Couneilmen are to be property holders aud 
elected by popular vote. The President of t te 
Council she 11 be agreed upon by the thr, e 
powers. 
H e m ay act under joint instruc­ 
tion of the three powers, but shall recpive 
no separate instructions from either. 
H is 
salary w ill be $5,000. 
H e shall be the re­ 
ceiver and custodian of revenues accruing 
under the provisions of this Act, and shall 
render 
quarterly 
reports to 
tbe King 
and the M unicipal Council. 
The Chief 
Justice shall m ake a proper order for 
the election of the local governm ent of the 
m unicipal district. 
Article G treats of the regulations for the 
collection of import duties SDd taxes. 
The 
port of Apia shall be a port of entry for all 
dutiable goods arriving in the Samoan 
Islands. 
It is provided that heavy duties 
shall 
be levied for revenue 
purposes: 
W ine, per gallon, $1; spirits, $2 50; statisti­ 
cal duty on goods in general 2 per cent, ad 
valorem . 
Ad valorem export duties on 
coffee, copper or cotton are provided tor. 
Other taxes shall be a yearly capitation 
tax on all Pacific islanders, $1; colored, not 
islanders, $2; also taxrs on dwelling-house 
boats and firearms. 
License taxes on law- 
yers,doctors and all classes of tradesmen and 
carriers, vary Irom $00 on lawyers to $5 on 
blacksm iths, $3 on book-aeents and $1 on 
peddlers. 
Importation of firearms is hedged about 
with m any restrictions, and tbeir sale by 
foreigners to Samoans is strictly prohibited. 
The prohibition of liquors is established 
by tbe follow ing section : 
“No spirituous, 
vinous or fermented liquors or intoxicating 
drinks whatever shall be sold, given or 
otlered to any native Samoan or South Sea 
islander, resident in Samoa, to be taken as 
a beverage. 
Adequate penalties, including 
im prisonm ent for violation o f the provis­ 
ions of this article, snail be established by 
the M unicipal Council for application w ith­ 
in its jurisdiction,and by tbe Samoan Gov­ 
ernm ent for ail the islands.” 
The treaty is agreed to by John A . Kas- 
son, W illiam Waiter Phelps, George H . 
Bates, H . Bismarck, H olstein, R. Krauel, 
Edward B. Malet, Charles 8. Scott and J. 
A . Crowe.

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THE SAMOAN TREATY. 


The full text of the Samoan treaty is 
published. 
After all the fears expressed 
that the American Government may have 
been outgeneraled in its settlement, it 
turns out that the treaty is about all we 
could ask for. The three signatory Pow­ 
ers are declared to have equal rights in 
the Islands. 
The restoration of Malietoa 
is ordered; no mention is made of a Vice 
King. A Supreme Court is established 
and its jurisdiction defined. The three 
Powers name the Chief Justice, and if 
they disagree, the Kings of Norway and 
Sweden are to nominate him. 
The Pow­ 
ers agree to pay the salary of the Court 
for the first quarter. The independence 
of Samoa 'is recognized and guaranteed 
forever. The right of succession to the 
throne is to be determined by the Supreme 
Court, if disputed, and its judgment is to 
be final, but the Samoans legislate as to 
the line of succession and election of 
Kings. The future alienation of lands by 
Samoans to foreigners is prohibited ; but 
lots and lands may be leased for terms, 
under approval of the Chief Justice. This 
officer may also suggest the passage of 
laws to the Samoan Government. 
Really 
this Chief Justice, who constitutes all 
there is of the Supreme Court, though he 
may name associates, is ruler of the 
Islands, since he nominates the succession 
to the Crown in the event of disagree­ 
ment, controls 
the letting 
of 
lands, 
and has final judgment in the most im­ 
portant matters the Samoans can bring 
into Court. He is given a fine salary, and 
has powers 
that in the hands of a 
venal man would enable him to con­ 
trol the 
politics 
and 
trade of 
the 
whole Kingdom and fashion its society. 
A Court of Claims is established 
to 
settle existing land titles. All lands held 
by title are declared prescriptively held if 
possession was acquired prior to August 
2S, 1879, the date of the Anglo-,Samoan 
treaty. Just what the effect of this is we 
cannot now know, but we must assume that 
the provision is just since it was agreed to 
by all the Commissioners to Berlin. A 
Municipal Council is provided for Apia. 
The members are to be property-holders, 
and elected by popular vote, but the Presi­ 
dent of the Couucil is to be named by the 
signatory powers, and has the right of in­ 
terposing vetoes. He is to be receiver of 
revenues under the treaty, and is to report 
his accounts to the King and the Muni­ 
cipal Council quarterly. One article fixes 
the schedule of custom charges on imports 
for the puqioses of revenue. The sale or 
giving of liquors, malt or vinous, to na­ 
tives, is prohibited; license taxes on cer­ 
tain classes of business are specified, and 
the importation and sale of firearms and 
amunition are placed under severe regula­ 
tions, and their disposal to native Samoans 
is strictly prohibited. 
The Municipal 
Council is charged with enforcing the 
treaty provisions, and is also to name 
penalties for its violation, within the Apian 
territory only. The new treaty is to super­ 
sede all others, but it is to be of no effect 
until the Samoan Government gives assent 
to it. 


GEKEBAL VALLEJO. 


The death of General Mariano G. Val­ 
lejo removes one of the most prominent 
historic figures of California. 
He was the 
eldest of the Native Sons, having been 
born in Monterey, in July, 1S08. He was 
one of the earliest of the military Gov­ 
ernors of what is now California. Subse­ 
quently be was proclaimed civil Governor 
and filled the post honorably for two 
years. 
He early became convinced that it 
was the destiny of California to fall into 
the hands of the United States, and he 
therefore declined in any way to interfere 
with the inevitable. Indeed, he later took 
affirmative positions in favor of the cession 
of the country to the United States, and 
when the native convocations were held, 
advocated 
in them such 
action. 
But 
though the decision was against him lie 
proved loyal to bis nativity, and as a re­ 
sult suffered imprisonment on the raising 
of the Bear Flag. When the early repub­ 
lic failed, and the territory came under 
domination of the United States, he cast 
his fortunes with the best American ele­ 
ment, and was accorded the distinction of 
a seat in the first Constitutional Conven­ 
tion. 
He subsequently setve<l in the State 
Senate with dignity and honor. 
He was a 
man of clear perceptions of duty, high 
family pride, and scrupulous honesty. He 
was, perhaps, the best example of the 
Spanish blood in California. He was a 
man of culture and liberal education, of 
hospitality that made his home known far 
and wide, and to his latest hour took pro­ 
found interest in the welfare of his State' 
In the early troublous times of Califor­ 
nia under Mexican rule be proved his 
military capacity to be very broad and his 
administrative ability not less so. He was 
universally -respected, and his death will 
be 
sincerely 
mourned throughout ifae 
State. 


T E E BEHRING SEA MATTER. 


The statesmen ef the Dominion Parlia­ 
ment, according to Sunday’s dispatches 
appear to be possessed of the idea th a t the 
American Government is not only pre­ 
pared to concede all that the British Gov­ 
ernment has claimed negarding the Behr­ 
ing sea question, but that it has given the 
Dominion authorities assurance that such 
settlement of the matter will be speedily 
accomplished. 
When Mr. Pope declared 
in the House that his Government would 
not see the rights of Canadian seal fishers 
trampled upon, he did that which ix worthy 
of commendation. 
No one wants to tram­ 
ple on their rights, much less the Ameri­ 
can Government. 
The question is, what 


•are their rights; and do they rise superior 
to those of the people of the United 
States in the marine territory that they 
purchased from the Russian Government, 
and over which they openly exercised pro­ 
prietorship practically undisputed until 
1887? 
Mr. Prior cited an article in a recent 
number of the Forum, an essay in opposi­ 
tion to the claim of the United States that 
Behring sea is viarc clausum. He drew 
from that article the conclusion that the 
American people have cooled, and are ready 
to abandon their position. But that paper 
was simply the expression of one man, 
and has been refuted by many other writ­ 
ers in other reviews and in the public 
journals of the day. In the Upper House, 
Mr. Abbott, a Government leader, assured 
the Senate that he had the highest author­ 
ity for saying that the whole matter would 
be settled amicably, and with less friction 
than alarmists had supposed; also, that for 
the British schooners seized compensation 
would shortly be made. It is added that 
the settlement to which he refers has, in 
fact, been already agreed to by Secretary 
Windom, and that he only waits the expira­ 
tion of the lease of the seal fishing grounds, 
to carryout the contract referred to. 
This 
will be news to the American people. We 
do not believe that such a statement has 
been authorized by the American Govern, 
ment, or that any settlement will be had 
without prior advice of Congress. The po­ 
sition assumed by the United States Gov­ 
ernment in arresting the unlicensed fishers 
in Behring Sea is precisely what it w-as in 
the outset, and the country has hail no 
information of any change of attitude on 
our part. 
It is very true that the Wash­ 
ington authorities have not made any 
declaration in the matter, but it has been, 
we think, justifiably assumed that the 
seizures of the fishing schooners in Behring 
Sea reflected clearly the policy of this Gov­ 
ernment. 
The Dominion statesmen, we repeat, are 
too hasty in their conclusion that the 
United States proposes to surrender to the 
Canadian view of the matter and abandon 
the policy that has been emphasized for 
seventy-five, indeed for a hundred and 
twenty-five years. 
Certainly, Russia has 
not manifested any disposition to recede 
from her position concerning her half of 
the marine territory, nor do we believe 
she ever will. Her claim is on all fours 
with that of the United States, and they 
mast stand or fall together. In fact, we 
have not as yet heard that the Dominion 
seal fishers have dared to invade the Rus­ 
sian territory, or have ever questioned the 
right of the Russian Government to expel 
sealers who venture beyond the line drawn 
off the easternmost point of Copper Island. 


O u r Eastern friends who have insisted 
that if we applied ourselves heartily to 
the task we could make the Chinese in our 
midst obey the laws, will be somewhat sur­ 
prised to learn that the Chief of Police of 
San Francisco lias accepted the ofler of 
the Chinese Consul-General with great 
manifestations of sincerity and satisfaction 
to aid in enforcing ordei and respect for 
the laws by the Chinese in their quarter in 
that city. The Consul has issued a pro­ 
clamation announcing that if the Chinese 
highbinders and cutthroats do not cease 
their murderous assaults, and if homicides 
among the Chinese in California do not 
cease the Imperial Government of China 
will be moved to hold the relatives and 
friends of the offenders in China responsi­ 
ble for their acts here. 
That, indeed, 
these relatives will be taken as hostages 
and held in bond for the good behavior of 
the highbinders on this side the Pacific. 
Is not this in itself a sufficient commentary 
upon the situation under which our East­ 
ern neighbors hold us responsible for law­ 
lessness in the Chinese quarters of Cali­ 
fornia cities ? Is it not an acknowledg­ 
ment that the class of Chinese who come 
to us are, in the main, not to be controlled 
by ordinary laws of civilization, since the 
highbinder represents societies and organ­ 
izations that include in their membership 
nearlv all the Chinese in America. 


WOMAN'S POSITION. 


T iio s e who have imagined that railroad 
operating is the easiest and most profit­ 
able of engagements, and that its incon­ 
veniences and drawbacks are trivial, must, 
by the present season, be pretty well dis­ 
abused of the notion. 
They now see that 
the cost of operating roads a single season 
may swallow up the profits of an entire 
year, and possibly more; they must by this 
time realize that the wise railroad oper­ 
ator always takes into account a wide mar­ 
gin of outlay for just such blockades, 
washouts and natural obstructions to traffic 
as are now published to the people daily. 
Railroad prescience carefully calculates 
the drawbacks, and endeavors to distribute 
their cost over the annual business, though 
it is not possible to do it in all cases ; but 
the demagogic and the unthinking anti­ 
railroad agitator considers the railroading 
problem from 
the standpoint of fair 
weather operation, and this accounts in 
part for the false conclusions he reaches. 


I f the news of a recent bloody battle 
between the Republicans and Monarchists 
in Brazil is true, the wisdom of the United 
States in withholding recognition of the 
provisional Government will be justified. 
If the people are battling to determine 
what shall be the form of government, 
then the country is as yet in an unsettled 
condition, and to recognize either side 
would be, at the present, unwise. 


THE HOME THE FOUNDATION OF HER 
PRIVILEGE.

Mr. Massey took for his text Genesis 
xviii., 9 : “And he said unto Abraham , 
W here is Sarah thy wife; and he said, Be­ 
hold, in the tent," and said a subject of 
more than usual, and one of ever increas­ 
ing interest is presented to us, on account 
of the restlessness which is observed in 
our social life, growing out of the agita­ 
tion regarding the position and influence 
of women in the body politic. It is a sub­ 
ject, however, upon which it would be 
exceedingly easy to say words that would 
engender antagonism, 
offend propriety 
and wound the sensibilities of those for 
whom every knightly gentlem an should 
entertain the sentim ent of profound respect. 
A tem parate treatm ent of the subject 
should therefore be adopted and especi­ 
ally because no rightly constituted mind, 
even if arrayed iu opposition to w bat is 
fam iliarly called the cause of a higher edu­ 
cation and emancipation for women, can 
fail to look with sym pathetic concern upon 
any m ovem ent which has for its aim the 
enlarging of the sphere of her rightful in­ 
fluence, or the securing to her of any pos­ 
sible happiness that can be legitimately 
enjoyed. 
But after all qualifications have 
been stated, after every concession has 
been 
m ade 
by 
which 
any inalien­ 
able 
right 
th at 
woman can 
claim 
shall 
be 
duly 
respected, 
tbe truth 
still 
seems 
patent 
to 
m any 
of 
us, that tbe question m ust be discussed 
apart from any considerations of taste or 
culture or ambition or any new fitness for 
service or responsibility, and m ust be car­ 
ried up to that broad and exalted plane 
which overlooks the realm of duty, as duty 
is seen in relation with the happiness and 
moral welfare of the world. It seems the 
veriest truism then to say that in this realm 
of duty, in which woman is particularly 
equipped to move, the hom e would occupy 
tbe m ost prom inent place in her regard, 
and it is, I think, because seemingly in tbe 
estim ation of m any women the importance 
of the hom e is becoming tem porarily ob­ 
scured, that an agitation continues, that 
a larger enlightenm ent, albeit it may come 
through a larger experience, will eventually 
still. 
There is, I am afraid, a growing 
tem per of m ind that would resent as some­ 
thing containing almost the sublim ity of 
insult A braham ’s reply to the visiting 
stranger upon the plains of Mamre, when 
to his question, W here is Sarah thy wife? 
Abraham answered, Behold, in the tent. 
That other estimates of 
home and of 
woman as sovereign there have come to be 
entertained, is I think, a grave mistake. 
In lim iting oar consideration of our sub­ 
ject, then, to tbe home, and to the home as 
the theater of wom an's largest opportunity, 
let us glance for a m oment at the home as 
in the progress of history it has come to 
possess the place in our regard which it 
has acquired in what we term our Christian 
civilization, while at the same time we ap- 
preciatingly consider how just as the home 
has been raised to greater grandeur and 
significance, woman has acquired station 
and honor, and ha3 been given an oppor­ 
tunity for the development of her especially 
distinguishing powers. An exam ination of 
this question may, however, occasion a re­ 
adjustm ent of some of our ideas respecting 
Christian civilization. 
In the loose think­ 
ing of the world it is the common habit to 
trace everything which we account as an 
indication of Christian progress back to 
Jesos of Nazareth, w ith the implied belief 
that a new order of things, immediately 
finding expression in the intellectual and 
moral, and especially in thesocial life of the 
people, was at once imposed upon the 
world. T he contrary of this belief is ob­ 
vious to anyone with only a superficial 
knowledge of the teachings of history. 
Jesus proclaimed great principles which 
the world has been very slow to adopt, and 
which it has only adopted to any marked 
extent as causes which are generally re­ 
garded as almost ontside the pale of relig­ 
ious influence, have conspired to enforce 
the recognition of these principles. These 
considerations are im portant, because of 
the emphasis they give to the truth that 
woman’s exalted position does not rest 
upon any foundation of law, sacred or 
other, but sim ply upon that moral reason 
of things which now recognizes the home 
as the unit of the State and the most im ­ 
portant factor in our civilization. But to 
speak of the hom e as the unit of tbe State, 
and its most im portant factor, is almost 
meaningless as these are thought of in re­ 
lation Lo any other civilization than that 
which has come to m ark the very latest 
of the Christian 
centuries. 
W e have 
to 
idealize 
from 
present 
standards, 
to consider the home of any earlier time 
an integer, representing in its completed 
unity, the type of the accomplished civil 
progress of the world. Neither Oriental, 
nor Grecian, nor Roman, and let m e em ­ 
phasize the fact, early Christian lile, sup­ 
plied any illustration of it. In all these 
various phases of hum an association, tbe 
home in our present estimation of it did 
not exist, and so woman was degraded, en­ 
slaved, and all the consideration she re­ 
ceived was based upon purely economic 
and poliiical reasons. 
Now the constant 
agitation of what has come to be called tbe 
woman question, is an agitatiun which 
seems to have for its object, or which, at 
least, seems to point to the effect of unset­ 
tling some of the foundations upon which 
modern society is found to rest. An inte­ 
gral portion of these foundations is the 
home; not the home which religion or law 
ever established, but the home as it came 
to be recognized only after Christianity had 
been in the world nearly one thousand 
years. 
The truth is, that the modern 
home, and the crowning of woman to be 
the honored Empress there, was tbe pro­ 
duct of feudalism, and M. Guiz it has 
pointed out how these ends were accom­ 
plished. 
And it is im portant to consider 
that it was not until these truer home re­ 
lations were established, that chivalry was 
born; and I do not think that woman 
can 
indifferently 
pass 
the 
meed 
of 
praise 
which 
has 
been 
heis 
ever 
sioce. Tbe man she 
meets 
upon the 
street, if he is a gentleman, lifts his hat 
and rem ains uncovered while she passes; 
he may be physically weaker than she is, 
and yet he will carry her burden for her, 
and scorn to leave her unattended when 
daDger m ight possibly assail. 
It seems, 
however, that woman by a very large rep 
resentation is willing to relinquish her 
grasp upon the very institution which has 
exalted her, and which still sustains her, 
and now the question is, upon what else is 
she to rely ? If it is upon religion in any 
technical acceptation of the term, she leans 
npon a broken reed. 
W hat we familiarly 
call religion is most frequently a mingling 
of ignorance and fanaticism, based npon 
som ething which is regarded as transcen­ 
dental and classed among theological mys­ 
teries. The ethics which has moved the 
world, the moral reason found in the con 
stitution of things is, as Mr. Lilly has 
pointed out “independent of these myster 
íes and would subsist to all eternity though 
Christianity and all religions were swept 
into oblivion.” 
And then quoting from 
Suarez, Mr. Lilly continues: 
“Natural 
reason indicates what is in itself good or 
bad for m an. N atural reason indicates 
what is good or bad for a rational creature.” 
Now, it was entirely in the exercise of this 
natural reason that man learned as in a 
revelation 
from 
on 
high, 
that 
the 
great interests of hum anity were to be 
henceforth 
conserved 
by according to 
woman an exceptional honor, and assign­ 
ing her duties w ithin her exclusive splrere 
—duties which no one bat herself could 
perform. And I do not scruple to say 
that 
this honor will be 
accorded to 
her no longer than she continues to per­ 
form these duties, and that no religion in 
the world can else be counted npon to con 
tiDne it to her. This honor, this eqnality 
of privilege, was only accorded to her when, 
a3 wite and m other in a singularly pro 
tected circle, she evidenced the quality of 
her endowments, and when commanding 
the opportunity to give conspicuous evi­ 
dence of them in the line of duty which 
fell imm ediately within her province, man 
was brought to see the im port of her ac­ 
complishm ent, and in tbe world’s moral 
empire placed her npon the throne. 
My attem pt has here been simply to pre­ 
sent religion, religion founded on the very 
system of things, religion which woman 
has been so exceptionally privileged to il­ 
lustrate as the very palladium ot her secur­ 
ity, and to point out how any lowering of 
her standards, any disposition to avoid the 
responsibilities of home and family in any 
assumed hieher walk of life, will unques­ 
tionably strike a blow at reiig'on itself, and 
place her again beyond the pale of its nrivi- 
Ifge. 
But surely thise things cannot be. 
Tfip glory of woman has come to have an 
endnriDg recognition in the imaginations 
of icen; it has been sculptured by Raphael 


and painted by Titian; it has been made 
tbe them e of poetry and romance; and in­ 
spiring the m instrel by its power, has made 
his lyre respond to the ecstacy of his con­ 
trolling pesaion. 
It is for woman herself 
to keep the scepter of this divine sover­ 
eignty, but sbe can only do it in the old 
accustomed way. 
There will be no per­ 
m anent enlargem ent of her empire, but 
secure upon its stable throne, and taking 
appreciating account of her rlghtlnl influ­ 
ence in the moral achievement of the 
world, how grateful to her m ust the tribute 
of her companion be, as w ith knightly 
reverence he bows before her power, and 
truly tells her “that the soul’s arm or is 
never well set to the heart unless a wom an’s 
band has braced it, and that it is only when 
she braces it loosely that the honor of m an­ 
hood fails.”

(Ky.), January 18th—H. 
M. Turner, D. D.. ot A tlanta, Ga., Bishop 
ot the African M ethodist Church, arrived 
here yesterday and was asked w hat he 
thought of the bill before Congress which 
proposes to give national aid to such col­ 
ored people as m ight desire to return to 
Africa or elsewhere, and replied by saying: 
“God grant that 
the 
bill 
mav 
pass. 
The white people brought us here 3gainst 
our will, now they ought to provide for us 
to leave if we desire. Besides we m ust 
work out onr dest-ny, anyhow, and if a 
portion of us think we can do it better 
elsewhere let the nation help us to do it. 
“ If the bill mpant compulsory expatria­ 
tion I would fight it to the death, but as it 
is voluntary on the part of Ihe negro, let 
it pass as soon as possible. The negro at 
best is but a scullion here, and he can be 
no lets in Africa. 
I am tired of negro 
problems, lynch laws, mob rule and con­ 
tinual fuss, and a m illion of other negroes 
are tired of it. 
“ We want peace at some period in onr 
lives, and if we cannot have it here,where 
we were born and reared, let that portion 
of us who choose to try another portion of 
the world have a little help. This nation 
owes the negro $10,000,000,000 anyway, so 
give us a little to emigrate on.”

DISASTROUS OPERATIONS. 


H e O nly P au se d to T ak e a B re a tli, an d 


to V iew W h a t H e H ad 


D one. 


T h e sto rm -k in g seem ed to pause a few 
h o u rs on S aturday, ju s t to see how effect­ 
u a lly h e h ad battled w ith th e railro ad peo­ 
p le o n th e m ountain. 
H e m u st have review ed th e situation 
w ith real delight, w hen h e beheld trains 
snow -bound, an d h uge plow s an d engines 
endeavoring, all in vain, to battle through 
th e im m ense b an k s of snow . 
T h en fearful th a t by som e chance the 
m ig h ty w ork of m an should conquer an d 
dispel th e obstacles h e had throw n about 
on all sides, h e again h u rried to renew his 
efforts. 
C om m encing yesterday h e again 
caused to fall from th e heavens an o th er 
terrific deluge of snow , w hich co n tin u ed 
to descend d u rin g th e w hole d ay and 
n ig h t. 
T h e plow s w ere all m ak in g m ore of less 
headw ay and in a day or so m ig h t have 
cleared the track, b u t th e re-opening of the 
storm again p u t a 


STOP TO THE EFFECTIVE WORK 
A n d n eith er th e east nor w est-bound trains 
have m ade a bit of progress since th ey 
first cam e to a stan d still. T h e w ay the 
storm has acted has been enough to set 
th e railroad people crazv, b u t th ey are still 
w ork in g aw ay as h ard as th ey can, and 
o nly ask a cessation for a reasonable length 
of tim e on th e p art of th e elem ents, to 
show th em how speedily th ey can then 
clear th e w ay. 
As it is now , storm aftei 
storm occurs, an d the track cleared is again 
covered u p w ith an o th er h u g e b an k of 
snow . 
T h e rear train of th e tw o east-bound 
trains, w hich have been held in th e snow 
ab o u t tw o m iles this side of B lue Canyon 
for several days, has at last succeeded in 
backing u p an d is now at S hady R un, 
w here th e provision car is an d w here the 
passengers can enjov m ore com fort. 
T he 
release of th is train w as accom plished by 
the snow -shovelers alone. 
T h e other train, 
w hich was som e distance ahead of this one, 
h as n o t y et been extricated from its posi­ 
tion. 
T h e forem ost w est-bound overland train, 
w hich has been in th e sheds at E m ig ran t 
G ap for th e past several days, is still there, 
a n d th e passengers are as com fortably 
qu artered as can possibly be expected. T he 
o nly probable inconveniences th ey suffer 
are th e delay and th e darkness in th e sheds. 


THE ROTARY’S WORK. 
U p to yesterday afternoon th e ro tary 
plow , w hich has been endeavoring to w ork 
its w ay th ro u g h from E m ig ran t G ap to 
B lue Canyon, had n o t reached th e latter 
place, an d was having a very troublesom e 
tim e w ith the slushy snow . " 
A dispatch from T ruckee states th a t th at 
im p o rtan t m o u n tain tow n is guarded on 
all sides by im m ense snow drifts, an d th a t 
th e Sierra valley road w ill be im passable 
for m any days. 
A plow w ith five engines 
started to go east out of T ruokee th e oth er 
d ay an d got corralled in Bhort notice. 
F iv e m ore engines w ere sen t to h elp them 
o u t an d th ey m et w ith the sam é fate. 
H ow ever, after several h o u rs of w ork on 
th e p art of the shovelers th ey w ere ena­ 
bled to back u p in to T ruckee. 
I t took a 
plow an d five engines th irty -six h o u rs to 
get to T u nnel T hirteen, abont five m iles 
d istan t. 
A carload of provisions was after­ 
w ards dispatched, and after going as far as 
possible on th e track m en on snow shoes 
carried th e supplies th e rest of th e w ay. 
E v en after th e ro tary clears th e ro ad be­ 
tw een E m ig ran t G ap and B lue Canyon she 
w ill h ave to tu rn ab o u t an d do a great deal 
m ore h ard w ork all th e w ay n p to the 
su m m it. 
A t Cascade th ere is a m ile and 
a h a lf o f sheds, w hich w ere bu rn ed dow n 
an d never reb u ilt, and th e plow w ill have 
to go th ro u g h a deep b an k of snow for the 
w hole of th is distance. 
T h e road betw een 
Colfax an d D utch F lat, w hich w as gotten 
in good order o nly th e oth er day, w ill 
again have to be plow ed out, an d as things 
look»- 
resent th ere is no tellin g w hen a 
train w ill get through. 
L ate last n ig h t it w as learned th a t the 
ro tary plow on th e Sierras w as at a wood­ 
shed th ree m iles east of B ine Canyon. 
I t 
w as fo rtunate th at it b ad got th a t far, as all 
the engines had ru n o ut of fuel. 


ANOTHER TRAIN BLOCKED. 
A R ecord-U nion reporter called at the 
railroad office late last n ig h t an d th e situ a­ 
tion w as th en th e sam e, w ith little chance 
of bettering it. T h e snow shovelers w ho 
stru ck for a raise from $2 to $3 50 at 
T ruckee had for the m ost p art gone back to 
w ork. T hose w ho have not yet retu rn ed 
to w ork are hem m ed in by the snow an d 
in all probability w ill be only too glad in 
a sh o rt w hile to get th eir jobs back. 
L ast n ig h t new s was received a t the 
depot th at a passenger train bound th is 
w ay carrying th e m ails and d raw n by four 
engines, had ru n in to a snow bank in a cut 
tw o wiles th is side of Coifax. 
T h e train 
h ad to back u p to the latter station, w here 
shovelers w ere procured an d tak en dow n, 
an d it w as expected th a t she w ould reach 
here early th is m orning. 
I t snow ed as far dow n as A u b u rn yester­ 
day.

unchanged. 
T rains 
b o u n d th is w ay are supposed to be at A sh ­ 
lan d , and those destined for the N o rth are 
tied u p at R edding, an d the blockade ap­ 
pears to be com plete. 
Last n ig h t 150 m en 
w ere sent u p th is road to shovel snow , and 
it is expected m ore will go in a day or so. 
A dispatch from D u n sm u ir states th a t a 
b lin d in g snow -storm set in there again yes­ 
terday m orning, after a sh o rt spell of su n ­ 
sh in e. 
T h e Btorm did n o t let up u n til 5 
p. M , w hen th ree feet m ore of snow had 
fallen.

tow n at day lig h t 
AFTER FORTY-EIGHT HOURS WORK 
A n d n o sleep. 
O ne engine was also brought 
in . T h e others are snow ed in w ith o u t wood 
o r w ater betw een F o u rteen th and F ifteenth 
crossings. S u p erintendents L indberg and 
Cooley w ere personally su p erin ten d in g this 
w ork, an d after a few hours’ sleep started 
o u t again yesterday m o rn in g w ith three 
engines an d a pilot plow to re-open th e 
ro ad so u th w ard . 
T hey w ill m ak e a ru n as 
far as th ey can and then, after digging o ut 
th e plow 'and engines, w ill back u p and 
take’ an o th er sh o t at th e snow .

A C itizen H as S o m eth in g to Say R e g ard ­ 
ing T h e ir Im p ro v em en t- 
E ds. R kcorp-Union : 
I notice in your 
issue o f th e 11th of th is m o n th th a t there 
w as a m eetin g of th e S acram ento Im prove­ 
m en t C om m ittee and taxpayers, h eld at 
th e C ourt ho u se for th e purpose of arriv ­ 
in g at som e conclusion in regard to p ro ­ 
viding better streets an d public th o ro u g h 


fares for th e city. 
T h e m eeting w as said to h ave been 
largely attended by representative citizens 
of th e city. T h ere w ere a n u m b er o f sug­ 
gestions m ade as to the m ost feasible and 
cheapest plans, som e advocating th e par- 
row ing of streets an d others of d atteuing 
th e grades. 
Som e w ere in favor of one 
k in d of m aterial an d others of an o th er 
k in d , b u t S acram ento gravel found no 
favor in th e estim ation of th is large as­ 
sem blage o f representative citizens. 
N ow you w ill pardon a n o n -rep resen ta­ 
tiv e citizen for m ak in g a few suggestions. 
T h e first th in g to be done is to pro­ 
vide good d rain ag e; th en grade th e streets 
by properly ro u n d in g ; th en cover w ith 
gravel !o á depth o f ten inches on the 
c e n t« ia j>3 g radually sloping to th e gutter. 
T h ere is p lenty of m aterial to be had 
n ear th e city an d p lenty of m en an d team s 
to deliver th e sam e at a fair price. 
I w ould call y o u r atten tio n to a few 
blocks th a t w ere graded and graveled n early 
tw elve years ago under th e supervision of 
M r. K nox, th a t h ave n o t cost th e city one 
cent since th a t tim e for repairs. 
Those 


blocks are as follows: F ro m T hirty-first, on 
P . to T h irtieth , one block; thence to M and 
T h irtieth , three blocks; thence to T w en­ 
ty -eighth an d M, tw o blocks; total, six 
blocks; and all done w ith ou r ow n gravel 
a n d o u r ow n labor; no expensive m achin­ 
ery w as used, and I can state from personal 
know ledge th a t th e gravel was of good 
q u ality and did n o t cost m ore th an $1 45 
p er yard. 
A n o th er suggestion I w ould m ake is that 
th e city and county u n ite an d select a few 
streets as public inlets. 
F or instance, the 
u p p er and low er Stockton and th e Jackson 
roads can easily form a ju n ctio n on either 
J , K , L, or M; thence to th e business por­ 
tio n of th e city. 
T he F reeport road can 
easily be connected by im proving T w entieth 
and T w enty-first streets, and also T w elfth 
street, one of th e principal inlets to th e city, 
sh o u ld receive particular attention. 
N ow , m y opinion is, th a t if th e city and 
county w ould u n ite and m ake those very 
m u ch needed im provem ents, it w ould be 
m oney judiciously expended and highly 
appreciated by ail. 
Now, as tbiB has been 
a very hard w inter on streets and h ig h ­ 
w ays, it has been equally h ard on th e de­ 
serving w orkingm en, w ho are now seeking 
em p loym ent of any kin d at any price that 
w ill drive th e w olf fiom th e door. 
Now, 
let th e city an d county authorities at once, 
before th eir T reasuries have been exhaust­ 
ed, com e together and adopt som e plan by 
w hich relief can be had.

GROUNDLESS 
RUMOR 
THAT 
GARCIA 
ACTED IN SELF-DEFENSE, 


B is M ad Love W as N ot R e tu rn e d , So 
H e D eterm in ed to Do 
V iolence. 


V irginia V asquez, th e w om an w ho was 
sh o t on S aturday m orn in g by h er jealous 
lover, O livia G areia—w ho afterw ards blew 
his brains o a t—is recovering rapidly from 
h er injuries and w ill in all probability be 
o u t again in a week or so. 
A ru m o r was spread about the city yes­ 
terday to the effect th a t G arcia did not 
m u rd er th e w om an in cold blood, b u t in ­ 
stead h a d acted in self-defense. 
T his rep o rt was based upon th e fact th a t 
the V asquez w om an once attem pted to 
take G arcia's life. 
It happened som e tim e 
ago, after th e couple h ad a quarrel over 
som e triv ial m atter. 
G arcia 
threatened 
th e w om an, w hen she seized a knife and 
m ade a vicious th ru st at him , inflicting an 
ugly gash across his breast. 
A fter h e re­ 
covered G arcia's friends advised h im to 
have n o th in g 
fu rth er to 
do w ith th e 
w om an, for fear of farth e r in ju ry at h er 
hands, b u t he, it is said, only laughed and 
replied th a t h e was not afraid of harm 
from a w om an. 
P eople w ho knew of this affair now be­ 
lieve th a t the w om an m ade another a t­ 
tem pt to tak e G arcia’s life S aturday m o rn ­ 
ing and th a t h e shot h er in h is own de­ 
fense. 
T hey go fu rth er than this by ex­ 
plaining w hy he took his own life after 
shooting th e w om an. 
T hey say th at w hen 
h e fired at h er he believed he h ad killed 
her, ar.d so strong was his love for her 
th at he had no desire to live him self and 
be tried for h er m urder. 
T his m ay all sound very reasonable, but 
facts w hich have been developed since the 
tragedy dem onstrate th a t there is no foun­ 
dation w hatever for th e rum or. 
T rue, it m ay be, th a t th e w om an a t­ 
tem pted his life before, and it m ay be 
equally tru e th a t she was vicious and 
w ould attem p t it again. 
B ut w hen it is 
know n th a t G arcia told several persons 
about tow n on F rid ay th a t he intended to 
kill the w om an, the affair takes on a differ­ 
en t color. 
I t has been learned th at G arcia m ade this 
th reat in the presence of various persons, 
and, m ore th an this, asked several ac­ 
quaintances to loan him a revolver w ith 
w hich to carry out his th reat. 
N one ac­ 
ceded to his request, how ever. 
F inally, 
though, G arcia succeeded in getting hold 
of a shotgun. 
T his he found too nnw eildy, 
and taking it to a paw nbroker's establish­ 
m ent traded it for the revolver w ith which 
h e subsequently did his bloody w ork. 
“T here is n o th in g in th a t story of self­ 
defense, a t all,” said a police officer to a 
R ecord-1 nion reporter last evening w hen 
questioned about th e affair. 
"T h e w om an 
has been try in g to get rid of this fellow for 
som e tim e, and it is 
m y belief 
th a t 
th a t form er stabbing business was because 
he w ould not desist in his objectionable 
love m aking. 
H e has been desperately in ­ 
fatuated w ith her for som e tim e, and grew 
even w orse every tim e she reviled him , 
w hich w as pretty frequent, from w hat I 
know of him . 
W ell, she finally m ade up 
h er m ind th a t tb e only way to avoid him 
effectually was foleave tow n, and she was to 
have gone to San F rancisco on th e after­ 
noon of th e day he killed her. 
Som e of 
h er friends gave her a farew ell party F ri­ 
day n ig h t. 
G arcia w as there, and was act­ 
ing strangely all evening. 
W hen the party 
was about to break up, early S aturday 
m orning, G arcia asked her to step out of 
th e room w ith him , as he desired to speak 
w ith h er alone. 
T hey h ad n o t been o u t of 
th e room b u t a few m om ents, w hen pistol- 
shots w ere heard. 
Now, does all this look 
like self-defense? 
I t is as plain as day th at 
h e had his m ind m ade u p to k ill her, u n ­ 
less she eith er gave u p h er proposed trip or 
allow ed him to accom pany her. 
H ecalled 
h er out of the room for this purpose. 
She 
refused, of course, a n d —w ell, there you 
are, now : it is n o t very likely th a t she ac­ 
com panied h er refusal w ith th e draw ing of 
a dagger, is it? 
W hy, it’s bosh. 
Garcia 
intended to k ill h er an d th en com m it su i­ 
cide.” 
C oroner C lark w ill hold an inquest into 
th e m atter to-day.” 


NARROW ESCAPE. 


H ow th e D riv er o f a B a k ery W agon D is­ 
tin g u ish ed H im self. 
On S atu rd ay about noon an accident oc­ 
curred on H street, w hich for a tim e looked 
as though it w ould resu lt in serious in ju ry 
to several people. 
A red car w as going 
east on th e single track, betw een E leventh 
and T w elfth, w hen th e horse took a header 
and w ent alm ost out o f sight in th e deep, 
soft m u d . 
T he car w as pulled from the 
rails and stood alm ost on end in th e slough 
of m ud, th e driver barely escaping being 
drow ned. 
T he lam p in the front end of the 
car was sm ashed in m an y pieces, and the 
oil and broken glass scattered over the 
frightened occupants o f the car, while the 
glass w indow s on one side of th e vehicle 
were dem olished. 
T he occupants of tbe 
car, th ree of w hom w ere ladies, were 
throw n forw ard, m any of 
them badly 
bruised and all badly frightened. 
A m ong th e passengers was Professor 
W inters, th e w ell-know n m usician, w ho 
allayed th e fears of th e thoroughly frig h t­ 
ened ladies and kept them from jum ping 
out. 
T he Professor knew th a t ladies, as a rule, 
caDnot sw im , and his presence of m ind 
saved several, perhaps, from w atery (?) 
graves. 
W hile th e excitem ent was at its higbt 
and th e ladies w ere scream ing lustily for 
help, the Professor saw the ears of a horse 
com ing up the street, and on a nearer ap ­ 
proach discovered th a t it w as the Pioneer 
bakery wagon. 
T he T eutonic driver was prevailed upon 
to go in to th e “life-preserving business,” 
and he backed up to th e car and taking 
one passenger at a tim e, after several trips 
placed ail upon th e sidew alk. 
T h e ladies were profuse in th eir th an k s 
and look upon the heroic act of th e baker 
as equal in point of valor to those w ho res­ 
cued th e poor fisherm an from the P oint 
B onita rocks. 
H e w ill be rew arded w ith a 
suitable ruedal. 
Prof. W inters was badly shaken np and 
considers th eir escape m iraculous. "W h y ,” 
said he, "you know th e bottom s o f th e 
cars are filled w ith six inches of straw . 
Suppose th at accident had happened at 
n ig h t w hen th e lam p was lighted. 
E very 
one of those ladies w ould have been ho r­ 
ribly burned and perhaps som e fatally.” 
A w recking car was sent o u t from the 
T w entieth-street station, the horse was re­ 
leased from his perilous position, th e car 
placed on th e rails again, and in tw o hours 
th e track was cleared. 
It has been suggested th at for the balance 
I of th e w inter it w ould be a wise idea to 
establish a couple of life-saving stations on 
H street, and one on O above F ifteenth.

preventive, and save one from having to 
tak e unpleasant doses afterw ards.”

R ecobd-U eion 
force 
has 
been 
through it, n o t less th an thirty-one cases 
having developed in the various depart­ 
m ents, b u t except in one case the attack 
was of a very m ild form . 
Y esterday a reporter m et a w ell-know n 
physician "in an H -street car w ho was 
going o a t to E ighteenth street to look after 
a couple of la grippe patients. 
"T h ey are 
n ot serious,” said th e doctor, "n o r are any 
o f the cases I have been called upon to at­ 
tend, and they are quite num erous.”

this city th a t can be attrib u ted to m alarial 
influences.

SILVER fjC E SriO N . 


T ext o f tV im lom 's !MU as Approved by 
tho C abinet. 
W ashington, Jan-s.ary luth.—The pros­ 
pects for silver legislation are growing 
daily brighter here, am i to-morrow being 
bill day, w ill witness the introduction '..of 
silver m easures Tn the House which ere 
supposed to embody the better portions of 
m any measures which have already been 
laid before Congress. 
T he Cabinet during the past week m et 
and considered a m easure -embodyirg the 
reconsideration of AVindemvi report, which 
measure the Secretary proposes to lay be­ 
fore Congress to-morrow. 
It is as follows: 
Section 1. That any owner of silver bullion 
product of mines cf the United States or 
of smelted or refined ballion in tie United 
States may deposit the same at any coinage 
mint -or any assay eKiee in the United Staffs; 
that '.he Secretary of the Treasury may desig­ 
nate and receive therefor Treasury notes here­ 
after provided for-squaVat the dato of deposit 
to the’ net value oí such silver at the market 
price, such price tobe determint d by the Sec 
retary of the TrOTsary "Under the rules and reg­ 
ulations prescribed and based upon its prior 
current in the leading silver markets 01 the 
world, but no deposit consistitig in whole or in 
part of silver bullion or of foreign silver coins 
imported to this country or bars or residtum 
frbm melted or 'refined foreign silver coins 
shall be received -under the provisions of this 
Act. 
Section 2. That the Vceretary of the Treasury 
shali cause to i e jrepared Treasury notes in 
suca amounts ss may be recuired for the pur­ 
pose of the above section, and in such fore? and 
denominatioasevs lie may prescribe; provided, 
that no notes shall be of a denomination less 
than one doliaT, nor inore than one thousand 
dollars. 
, . . 
Section 8. That nntesissned under this Act 
shall be receivable for customs, taxes, aud all 
public duties, end when received into the Treas­ 
ury, muy be re-issued; and such notes when 
held bv any nationnl banking association, shall 
be counted a , part of this lawful reserve. 
Section 4 
’iUat «otes issued under provis­ 
ions of this Act shall bo redeemed upon demand 
atthe'lreasurvot the United States, or at the 
office Of the Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States, by the issue of a certificate of deposit for 
the notes so pre>ented, payable at one of the 
mints of the United States in an amount of sil­ 
ver bull ion equal tn value on the date of said 
certificate to the namberof dollars stated there­ 
in, at the market price of silver, to be deter­ 
mined as provided in Section 1; or, said notes 
may be redeemed in sold coin, at the option of 
the Government; provided, that upon the de­ 
mand of the holder, such notes may be re­ 
deemed in silver dollars. 
Section 5. That when the market price of sil­ 
ver as determined by the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury shall exceed one dollar for :>71.35 grains 
pure silver, it shall la- the duty of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to refuse to receive deposits of 
silver bullion lor the pnrposes of this Act, 
Section 6. 1 hat It shall be lawful for the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, with the approval of the 
President of the United States, to suspend, tem­ 
porarily, the receipt of silver bullion for Treas­ 
ury notes at any time when he is satisfied that, 
through combinations, or speculative manipula­ 
tion, toe market price of silver is arbitrary, 
nominal or fictitious. 
Section 7. That silver bullion deposited under 
this Act represented by Treasury notes which 
have been redeemed in gold coin, or in silver 
dollars, may be coined into standard dollars or 
any other denomination of silver coin, now au­ 
thorized by law for purpose of replacing coin in 
the redemption ot the notes. 
Section S. That so much of the Act of Febru­ 
ary 18,1873, entitled "An Act to authorize the 
coinage of the standard silver dollar, and to re­ 
store its legal tender character,” as requires the 
monthly purchase and coinage intosilverdollars 
of not less than 82 000,000, normorc than 84,003,000 
worth of silver bullion, is hereby repealed. 
Section 9. That anygain or seigniorage arising 
from coinage, which may be executed under 
provisions of this Act, shall be accounted for 
and paid into the Treasury, as provided for by 
the existing law. 
Section lo. That silver bullion received, under 
the provisions of tiiis Act shall be subjected to 
the requirements of the existing law aud regu­ 
lations of the mint service governing the meth­ 
ods of receipt, determining the amount of pare 
silver contained, aud the amount of charges or 
deductions, if any, tobe made. 
Section 11. That nothing in this Act shall be 
construed to prevent the ourchase, from time to 
time as may be required, of silver bullion for 
subsidiary silver coinage. 
Sections 12, IS and 14 provide for the carrying 
out of this Act. 
Tliis bill, while somewhat more liberal in 
its provisions than 
the annual report 
of the Secretary of the Treasury would lead 
the advocates of silver to expect, is still 
unsatisfactory. 
Congressman Lahlbaeh cf New Jersey 
will introduce to-morrow tho following 
hill. This proposed measure was procured 
by Major Tiioiuas B. Kirby of the New 
York Journal o f Commerce, and an expert 
in silver matters. It embodies Eastern sil­ 
ver men. aud it was read and discussed by 
the leading coast advocates of the silver 
question at the reception given by the 
Northwestern Congressional Alliance last 
night. 
It met with general approval: 
Section 1. From and af.er the first day of 
January, 1890, any owner of gold or silver bull­ 
ion may deposit the same at any mint in the 
United States to be formed into coin or bars for 
his benefit in the manner now prescribed by 
law for gold bullion. 
Section 2. After the first day of January, 
1892, the owners of any gold or diver bullion, 
or of any gold or silver coins of the United 
Slates may decosit the same at the treasury or 
any snletreasury of the United States in even 
multiplies ot one dollar, and shall receive for 
the same legal tender notes of such denomina­ 
tions. authorized by law,-as he may demand. 
Sections. Alter the 1st day ot January, 1892, 
legal tender notes of the United States shall be 
substituted ss fast as possible for all gold and 
silver certificates then outstanding, and all gold 
and silver certificates paid into the Treasury of 
tho United Stales after the 1st day of January. 
1892. shall be canceled and destroyed, and legal 
tender cotes ol proper denominations shall be 
issued in lien thereof. 
Section 4. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby directed to purchase for coinage, each 
month, the maximum amount of silver bullion 
authorized to be purchased by the existing law 
from the dat- of the passage of this Act to De­ 
cember 31.1891. 
Sections. Alter tho first day of January, 1SS0, 
no gold or silver bullion fhall be purchased for 
account of the Treasury of the United States, 
except so much M may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of tho Act to provide for the 
resumption of specie payment, approved Jauu- 
ary 11,1873, aud os ameuded by this Act; pro­ 
vided that any bonds issued for the purchase o! 
gold and silver bullion shall bear interest at n it 
less than two per cent, per anuutn, and shall be 
payable, principal and intwest. in gold or s i­ 
xer coin, or bullion, or legal tender notes, at 
theoptionof the holder, and shall cot be sold 
for less than par in aohl or silver coin of the 
United States, or equivale d thereof in bullion, 
and shall be payable, at the option of the 
United Slates, alier ninety days’ notice to be 
given be the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Section C>. After the first day of January, 1892, 
all legal tender notes of the United States shall 
bereaeetned in cold or-silver coin, or bullion, 
at the option of the holder, and when redeemed 
may be re-issued from time to time ¿is public 
interest may require, and sha 1 be received in 
payment of* the duties on imports. 
This is practically an Eastern bilJ, and 
will probably have the indorsem ent of 
E astern silver men. 


The rem ains wiil be taken to nis hom e 
at Binghamton, N. Y., for interm.ent. 
General Chapman was «boat, -sixty-six 
years of eg?, and for a loDg lin-.e wa3 a res­ 
ident of Bingham ton, where b e has an ex­ 
cellent repw aiion as a law y tr. 
He was 
appointed Solicitor-General lest Muy after 
the adjournm ent of the Suprem e Court, 
aud in n comparatively si o n lime he won 
a high estimation as a laocyer and a men in 
the m inds of the memh ers o f the Supremo 
Court and bar.

THE SOUTHEUOÍ QUESTION. 


A B ill to M ake a T errito ry Out o f O kla- 
liom a. 
W ashington, Jruiuery 19th.—The South­ 
ern question in the various phases will 
occuny a large p art of the tim e of the 
Senate during th e coming week. 
The 
feature of the week is expected to be 
Ingalls’ exposition ot his views w ith re­ 
gard to the South and political situation. 
The bills for the admission of W yom ing 
and the organization of a territorial form 
of governm ent in Oklahoma will be re­ 
ported favorably. 
’ The W ays nail Means Committee is pre­ 
pared to report to the House to take up the 
edm inislrative customs bill, and as this is 
a measure of great length and complexity 
it may be expected to occupy the attention 
of the House for a num ber of days when it 
is under consideration. 
Should the Speaker appoint a special 
committee on the W orld’s F air early in the 
week it is probable that they will speedily 
report back some plan for selecting a site 
by a vote of the House. 


WASHINGTON APPOINTMENTS. 


S a n fo rd will be Appointed tn tiie Dis­ 
trict Judgeship. 
W ashib«ton, January Ihth.—W ashing­ 
to n 's deiegation in Congress, after some 
weeks of discussion and worry, have practi­ 
cally decided upon a slate for State officers. 
A quiet contest has been going on here 
over the office of District Judge, the two 
leading candidates being Hanford and Calk­ 
ins. 
Senators Squire and Alien have been 
deluged with telegrams of admonition and 
advise, and some t f them foofchly threat­ 
ening in character. 
_ 
Calkins, who w«s appointed to the Su­ 
prem e bench o f the Territory by íH arráoc, 
is a m an of great ability, was a member oí 
Congress, aud was beaten by Govee nor Gray 
for ta e Gubernatorial chair of Indiana. He 
had been iu 'h e 
Territory but a few 
m onths, and b :s appointm ent wat som e­ 
thing of a surprise. 
H arrison is said to greatly favor Hie ap­ 
pointm ent. but it is understood he wiil 
abide by the wishes of tb t delegation. T h e 
latter dccidtd j.esteidzy to recommend 
H auford, and the President will probeily 
m ake the appointm ent this week. 
The rem aining slate agreed upon is about 
as follows: 
I'Dited filares Alioruev, P. H_ 
W inston cf Spokane Falls; United Statea 
M arshal, Thomas K. Bean. Che Census 
Supervisor will he B Jenkins of W hatcom . 
Other selections will be made jn a few 
days. Senator Squire ha* not yeti-elected 
his men for the Seatile Land Office 
There 
are a host of candidates. 


IDAHO AND WYOMING. 


They W ill Not Come Into the Union as 
Twin States. 
W ashington, January 19th.—Idaho will 
not get into the Union as a twin State to 
Wyoming, but she will probably get there 
sooner or later. 
The Senate Territorial 
Committee has resolved to report with the 
recommendation that it pass the bill cre­ 
ating the State of W yoming. 
Idaho, it was agreed, m ust wait until the 
Supreme Court had rendered a decision 
upon the constitutionality of such a test 
oath as it is proposed to adm inister to the 
Mormons when the State goes in. In 
reality Idaho m ust stand or fall by the test 
oath. 
If some protection is not allowed to be 
thrown around the bailot its admission 
would and should mean letting in a State 
wherein Mormons bad 
the balance of 
power—where eventually they would prob­ 
ably be in the majority. 
This would give the polygamists vastly 
more strength iu national affairs than they 
ever possessed before, m aking them ten­ 
fold more powerful for mischief. 
The 
outcome cf the change of affairs would be 
too serious to adm it for a m om ent of tak­ 
ing any such chances. 
The fate of Idaho, it will be seen, there­ 
fore, 
rests entirely 
with the Supreme 
Court. The committee has also resolved to 
favor the creation of the State of Osla 
homa. 
The credentials of the newly elected Re­ 
publican Senators from M ontana have ar­ 
rived. Now when the papers of the Dem­ 
ocrats get here the merry war will begin. 


Clunie’s B randy Bill. 
W ashington, January 19th.—On Mon­ 
day Representative Ciunie will introduce 
in the House his unlim ited storage bill, 
under the provisions of which the m anu­ 
facturers of California brandy wiil be al­ 
lowed to keep their products in bonded 
warehouses until such time as the brandy 
is fit to be m arketed. 
U nder the present law brandy can only 
rem ain in bond two years, but as brandies 
made in California cannot possibly ripen 
in that tim e great hardship has been the 
result. The new bill wiil give Bacilic 
coast m anufacturers ail the tim e desired to 
ripen the product.

No Side Issues. 
Cleveland (O.), January 19th.—Mrs. J.
